198, 200) which detect the movement of the joystick; a vibration generating mechanism 
in the form of an electric motor (in that there are magnets) 

("optionally, a tactile feedback means 234, a small electric motor with an offset 
weight on its shaft, can be fixed either to upper platform 232 or to the inside of 
handle upper hemisphere 236. Handle upper hemisphere 236 comprises a centrally 
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located upper cavity of sufficient volume for containing tactile feedback means 234 
and for allowing free rotation of the offset weight.") 

and a controller which process the signals which are output from the joystick into 
position data.
